I  aT3  v/ritin^^  to  ask  whether  it  will  he  in  conformity  with 
the  Regulations  of  the  Carnegie  Trust  for  Professor  van  der 
Smisoen,  who  has  Just  gone  on  to  the  Foundation,  to  take  part 
in  a  Course  of  Leoturos,  that  v/ill  be  open  to  the  public,  in 
the  University.  The  series  is  a  History  of  Civilization, 
and  hitherto  he  has  four  lectures  on  the  Art  of  Holland 

and  Germany.  Though  students  who  will  take  them  will  be 
allowed  to  count  the  course  in  their  degree,  it  cannot  bo  held 
that  these  lectures  would  in  any  way  bo  under  the  auspices  of 
tho  Department  of  German,  nor  could  Professor  van  der  Smissen 
bo  counted  a  regular  University  lecturer.

My  dear  President  Falconer, -- 

The  rule  of  the  Foundation  concerning 
the  activities  of  retired  professors  says  that  ”In  no  case  shall 
an2/  allov/ance  he  paid  to  a  teacher  who  continues  to  give  the  whole 
or  a  part  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  teaching  as  a  member  of  the 
instructing  staff  of  any  institution".  It  is  of  course  the  desire 
of  the  Foundation  to  encourage  every  activity/  on  the  part  of  emeri¬ 
tus  professors.  It  does  not,  hov'ever,  feel  that  any  work  which 
they  do  should  he  paid  for  hy  the  university  or  should  take  the 
place  of  work  that  would  otherwise  he  paid  for,  and  I  question 
whether  the  executive  committee  would  think  it  appropriate  for  a 
professor  on  our  retired  list  to  continue  to  give  any  work  that 
counted  toward  a  degree,  I  will  see  that  the  question  comes  to 
Dr.  Pritchett’s  attention  immediately  upon  his  return.
